Instead of replying, M r. E arl handed the 
Clerk an unsealed envelope, which Judge 
Temple opened. 
H e said: “ Gentlemen, I 
will direct the Clerk to entitle your verdict 
‘The People ef the State of California vs. 
I. M . K alloch.” ’ 
The Clerk—Gentlemen of the jury, listen to 
your ^prdict [readingl: “ W e, the jury in the 
case of the people of the State of California 
vs. I. M. Kalloch, do find npon the plea of 
former acq u ittal; second, we find the defend­ 
ant not guilty.” 
The defendant sprang to his feet, and was 
at once surrounded by a group of friends, who 
shook him vigorously by the hand. 
The 
Court thanked the jury, after which M r. 
HightoD asked th a t the defendant be dis­ 
charged. 
The Court so ordered and the 
Court then adjourned. 
The news of the acquittal spread like wild­ 
fire, and on its reception in the packed corri­ 
dor below a mighty yell rose up. 
M en shook 
each other by the hands and hustled each 
other about, and as the crowd poured into the 
street it was warmly received. 


THE BALLOTS. 
On the first ballot the jury stood eight for 
acquittal and four for conviction. 
On the 
next ballot nine voted for acquittal and three 
for conrictioD. 
There was no change in this 
until shortly before the Court convened this 
afternoon, when the three for conviction came 
over. 
One juror stated th at the ground on 
which the acquittal was found was self-de­ 
fense and not insanity. 
UPON the STREET. 
An eye-witness reports th at when the car­ 
riage containing young Kalloch was seen it 
was surrounded by a crowd, which rapidly 
became denser. 
The feeling manifested was 
one of delight. 
Each individual seemed to 
make it a personal m atter, and crowded to­ 
ward the windows of the carriage to catch a 
glimpse of the victor in the long struggle, 
and to clasp his hands. 
Then a m urmur 
arose, “ Takec.ff the horse—L et us pull him 
home—Catch hold there”—and sim ilar cries 
were heard. 
By this tim e the streets and 
sidewalks were packed, swayed by one im ­ 
pulse, and grasping the carriage it swung 
forward by little jerks and starts, pausing as 
Kalloch recognized one and another of his 
friends and waived his hands to them. 
The route of procession was along M ont­ 
gomery street, through New M ontgomery to 
Mission and out Mission to Twenty-first. 
There was much cheering from the sidewalks 
and waving of handkerchiefs from the win­ 
dows of houses and the Lick, Palace and 
other hotels. 


RECEIPT OP THE NEWS AT HOME. 
As soon as he heard the verdict Dr. Kalloch 
started for home to announce the news to his 
son’s mother, wife and friends, who had been 
waiting the verdict with agonizing suspense. 
The scene when the Doctor told the result 
wa3 intensely affecting, many present offer­ 
ing outspoken prayers of thankfulness. Short­ 
ly afterwards some thousand residents of the 
Mission gathered around Dr. K allcch’s house, 
the news of the result of the trial having 
spread over th at section like wildfire, and 
many congratulations were offered the fam­ 
ily. 
The motley procession escorting young 
Kalloch was not long in reaching the house, 
when the crowd, which numbered thousands, 
respectfully opened and allowed the young 
man to descend from his carriage. 
Sheriff 
Tom Desmond, John S. Enos and other 
friends gathered immediately around, while 
his father came down the steps to receive 
him. 
The 
latter became so 
much 
af­ 
fected 
th at he could not walk up the 
steps, but had to be supported by his fathpr, 
who almost carried his son. 
The reception 
in the house, as m ay be imagined, was 
affecting beyond description. 
A fter a while 
the assemblage called for young Kallocb.who 
showed himself and thanked the assemblage 
for their sym pathy, and said he would reside 
among them hereafter, and so live as to show 
his friends how he valued their approbation. 
A fter hearty cheers for D r. Kalloch and his 
son, and listening to remarks from several 
speakers the m ajor portion of the crowd 
dispersed, though quite a num ber of persons 
lingered in the neighborhood for hours. 
During the evening many visitors called at 
Dr. Kalloch’s residence to congratulate him 
and his eon on the result of the trial. 
On 
the Btreets and in the hotels this evening 
little is talked about but the verdict, whicb, 
while some unreservedly condemn it, the 
m ajority receive with expressions of satisfac­ 
tion.

Tbe Fresno Expositor remarks upon the 
progress noticeable in that section, and 
claims that it is greater than in any other 
part of the State. 
It says that a steady 
Btream of new settlers is coming in, that 
new houses are springing up on every 
hand, and that new enterprises are putting 
a thrifty faco on the whole county. 
But 
it proceeds from this text to point out an 
evil which it fears, if not checked, may 
offset all the benefits expected. 
This is 
the tendency to overdo, the disposition to 
profit immediately, the inclination to put 
up the prices nearly to the very highest 
notch it will bear, and to raise the local 
rates in various branches of business. The 
Expositor's warning is timely. 
Exactly 
what it fears is being done is what hap­ 
pens when there is over-production by 
manufactures, which is inevitably followed 
by stagnation and idleness. 
It is very 
difficult to teach the people that the spec­ 
ulative 
spirit 
is 
the 
unstable one, 
and the unprofitable one in the end. 
It is better by far to be content with 
average continued prosperity than enjoy a 
temporary “ boom ” that is to be succeeded 
by a long period of dullness. 
Of course, 
incomib : : 
' ‘ion, demand for arable 
lands, goncrr.i p; asperity of industries, will 
work an enhancement of values ; but the 
natural increase in this way will always be 
exactly proportionate to the demand. 
It 
is the specalator who “ corners,” “ forces,” 
and thereby repels, the investor, and drives 
him to less anxious fields, where his purse 
and hi3 personality will be deemed an ac­ 
quisition to the community. Fresno county 
is not the first section, should it fail to 
heed the advice given, which has suffered 
from the waat of ordinary good judgment 
among its people. 
The common effort 
should be to crush out all endeavors to 
speculate upon the incoming stranger. 
California has had an. unenviable reputa­ 
tion in the past regarding this matter, and 
now that there is opportunity to establish 
a better one, every community should 
bend its efforts to crushing out the evils, 


THE NECESSITY 
POR EIVEKS. 


The people of ?/t. Louis have awakened 
to the fact th a t the Mississippi is a stream 
of exceeding importance' to them. 
One of 
their local journals alleges th at they bad 
come t\} look upon it merely as a vexatious 
obstruction to railroads. 
They now begin 
to realize th a t the Father of W aters is 
something more than a drain, and that 
railroad building is not so chief an end that 
river navigation can be neglected. 
They 
find th at the stream is coming into re­ 
newed use as a commercial highway, and 
in a sense of which they have heretofore had 
no adequate conception. 
I t is no longer 
a mere boating convenience, but a great 
necessity, a gift of nature for commercial 
emergency and progress and continuous 
utilization. 
It is no longer merely an ob­ 
struction to railroads, to be overcome by 
bridges, but is developing as an active 
factor in the transportation problem. 
The 
O lobe-Democrat says th at the river lias 
afforded St. Louis the opportunity to build 
up a large export trade, and to expedi­ 
tiously and easily get rid of her winter 
accumulations of grain. 
This has created 
commercial alarm from Chicago to New 
York, and meanwhile the grain trade of 
the river goes on with its “ boom.” The 
journal referred to, after a review of 
the matter, sa y s: 
“ St. Louis is now 
“ feeling the success of the jetties, and 
“ their influence on the trade of the river 
“ is proof enough th at further improve- 
“ ment should begin on its lower waters. 
“ The true way to get the quickest and 
“ most permanent return, and to open the 
“ door for future improvements, is to con­ 
c e n tr a te all our energies on the better- 
“ ment of the lower river on an intclli- 
“ gently-devised plan. 
Oace get St. Louis 
“ in easy and certain communication with 
“ the sea by way of the river, and the 
“ minor improvements will come of thtm - 
“ selves. 
We m ust abandon onr small 
“ creeks for the present, and insist on large- 
“ appropriations 
to hurry forward tbe 
“ work cut out by the Commission, until 
“ the river becomes entirely serviceable 
“ from its mouth to St. Louis.” The value 
of this preface to California reader? must 
be obvious. 
W e have had a miniature 
Mississippi, to this State equally as indis­ 
pensable as a drainage-way, and of fully as 
great importance as a commercial highway. 
But it has suffered from greater neglect than 
has the Mississippi, and while the National 
Government is putting forth extraordinary 
efforts to improve the latter, it does prac­ 
tically nothing for tbe Sacramento, leaving 
to local effort the solution of the problem 
it involves. 
Considered solely in the light 
of its value to the people of the whole 
State as a navigable stream, and aside from 
all local causes as to its filling up and 
shoaling, it would seem to be the part of 
wisdom for the commercial interests of the 
State to take time by the forelock and im­ 
mediately organize a systematic effort for 
enforcing the attention of the National 
Government to the stream and its import­ 
ance, and the necessity for aiding the State 
efforts being put forth to rectify it, and 
preeerve it a natural and capable drainage­ 
way and a navigable stream. 
I t is evident 
that our political representatives will, a3 
in the past, unaided, be unable to awaken 
Congress to the fair demands of the people 
in this regard, but the united and well- 
directed effort of the commercial classes 
might, in the course of time, bring the 
National legislature to a due consideration 
of the subject. 
It is sufficient now to call 
attention again to the fact th at while our 
Congressmen devote energy to the procure­ 
ment of large sums to create an artificial 
harbor at Oakland, where commerce .docs 
not need one, they fail to procure adequate 
appropriations for the river, which com­ 
merce needs and with which it cannot 
dispense. 
The subject thus outlined is 
augmented in its State and national im­ 
portance by recalling a recent event. 
When tiie Southern Pacific Railroad formed 
a junction a few days since w ith the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway, 
the first news of importance flashed aertísa 
the wires was the announcement th at St. 
Louis was actively engaged in maturing a 
plan for the transportation of two hundred 
thousand tons of California grain over 
those roads to St. Louis, thence down th i 
river to New Orleans, en route for the 
Liverpool m arket. It immediately dawned 
upon this people th at the Mississippi river 
and its jetties had become important 
factors in the problem of how to get Cali­ 
fornia products most speedily to market. 
Y et had any one prophesied fifteen years 
ago th at the Mississippi would play any 
part in the California grain shipment ques­ 
tion the prophet would have been voted a 
fool for his pains. 


Convention. 
His nomrnition is, in effect, 
a declaration on the part of the President 
th at the patrgnago of th at State will not 
be confined w ithin the line of the Conk- 
ling wing, but th at such line will be 
ignored. 
Opposition to the supremacy of 
Senator Conkling will not therefore be a 
bar to all recognition as a member of the 
Republican party, as Mr. Conkling would 
himself make it. 
In this m atter the Presi­ 
dent had choice only of one of two courses. 
Either all Republicans opposed to Senator 
Conkling must be denied all voice or other 
participation in the distribution of the 
Federal patronage as absolutely as if they 
were Democrats, or the ConkliEg and anti- 
Conkling line must bo ignored and the op­ 
position to the Senator cease to be regarded 
as placing Republican á beyond the pale of 
party consideration. 
The nomination of 
Robertson indicates plainly th at the Presi­ 
dent has chosen the latter course, and that 
he will hereafter^judge the republicanism 
of members of the party in New York by 
a national standard rather than by the test 
of personal fealty the Senator would make. 
By this broader policy an independent Re­ 
publican becomes something more than a 
voting machine, useful in winning party 
victories for Mr. Conkling to enjoy, or 
for gaining political power for Mr. Conk­ 
ling to wield. 
If the President’s policy is 
successful, the effect will tend toward the 
obliteration of the Conkling and anti-Conk- 
ling line and the unification of the Repub­ 
lican party in the State of New York. 


A GENERAL F.0AD LAW. 


The naming of a general road law in the 
proclamation of the Governor calling a 
special session of the Legislature, as one of 
the subjects upon which legislation would 
be perm itted under the call, was a wise 
and judicious act. 
There are at present 
absolutely no laws under which public 
highways may be constructed and main­ 
tained. 
Such laws are a public necessity, 
and the special session may be able to supply 
the statutory deficiency in this relation 
without much tedious delay. 
The obstacle 
to the enactment of a satisfactory law of this 
character, however, is tobe found in the uni* 
formity required by the Constitution. 
In 
other words, the new organic instrum ent 
requires a uniform law, to be applied to 
conditions which are themselves devoid of 
uniformity, or all semblance of uniformity.

THE 
LEGALITY 
OF 
THE 
COMMISSION. 
Y0SEMITE 


The Sapreme Court of the United States 
has rendered a decision in the case of 
W illiam Ashburner, plaintiff in error, 
against the People of California, which case 
involved the legality of the appointments 
made by the Governor of California of a 
new Board of Commissioners, in pursuance 
of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
approved A pril 15, 1SS0. 
The decision 
sustains the decision of the Supreme Court 
of this State, and confirms the legality of 
the new Commission. 
The opinion was 
delivered by Chief Justice W aite, and the 
main grounds given for the decision set 
forth are to the cffect^hat the transfer and 
acceptance of title created a trust from 
which the State cannot depart without 
consent of Congress, but that the trust 
might be enforced or the grant vacated by 
a breach of the stipulations. 
W hile the 
State cannot commit the management of 
the trust to any other governing body than 
the Commission stipulated in the Act of 
Congress, it may limit the term of such 
Commission. 
The State was not only en­ 
titled to do so, but was required to carry 
out the tru st by appropriate legislation. 
In the light of this decision the preserva­ 
tion of the Yosemite valley and the M ari­ 
posa Grove of I5jg Trees is a duty incum­ 
bent on the State, Which may be enforced 
by the General Government, or in its op­ 
tion the grant may be vacated. 


conditions, will, we fear, be entirely use­ 
less under others. 
This imbecility of the 
Constitution, in the case under considera­ 
tion, amounts almost to a denial of any 
practical application of a general law. 
It 
in fact makes the State the slave of the 
law, instead of the law the servant of the 
people, to minister to their necessities. 
There will be necessarily a few localities 
where a general law will subserve the ends 
sought to be obtained, and the best we can 
do is to entertain the hope that this sec­ 
tion of the State will be one of them.

A correspondent asks space for a com­ 
munication devoted to establishing the 
fact that the payment of interest on the 
municipal debt of the city now, will tend 
to enhance the quotable value of the out­ 
standing bond?. 
It is scarcely worth 
while to give the space necessary to estab­ 
lish this fact by argument. 
For all the 
value the consideration possesses in the 
current discussion of the city finances, the 
assertion may be accepted as axiomatic. 
As an argument, however, against the pay­ 
ment of any part of the interest, it may 
.be used as effectually against the construc­ 
tion of any levees, the prosecution of any 
entcrprise for the benefit of the city, or 
the reinforcement of the taxpaying power 
of the city by population or wealth. 
The 
facts our correspondent fails to discern are, 
first, th at the accumulation of delinquent 
interest adds to the aggregate of the city 
debt in a greater ratio than the deprecia­ 
tion of the value of the bonds consequent 
upon such delinquency ; second, if the city 
possesses a valid defense in a suit for the 
collection of interest, it posseses an equally 
valid defense against any judgment which 
might be obtained for the- payment of the 
principal. A sapracticalquestion,therefore, 
itjis just as feasible to repudiate the prin­ 
cipal and the interest, as to repudiate 
either. 
If we are to incur the dishonor of 
repudiatijn, let us at least exhibit that de­ 
gree of mathematical knowledge which 
will convince the world th at our intelli­ 
gence is superior to onr honesty. 
The 
truth is it can never be shown th at we 
will gain anything by depreciating our 
debt. 
A bond for 8100 is more than a 
coupon for SO, and when repudiation is 
entered upon the operation of the principal 
will be found to relate to the bond for 
§100, just as it does to the interest coupon 
for §0. 
The sooner we enhance our credit, 
the sooner we enter upon an enlarged field 
of prosperity. 
All delinquency drifts us 
nearer and nearer to that alarming state of 
affairs when overwhelming taxation in a 
single year will become necessary and una­ 
voidable. 
The approach to such a period 
is the utter annihilation of all progress and 
all prosperity. 
The whole discussion has 
shifted from the ground of w hat would be 
best, to w hat is practical and possible, and 
whoever fails to discuss it from these 
standpoints, fails to consider it in the true 
light.

quent freezing of the compressors, rendered 
ventilation extremely difficult; and the 
air wa3 further fouled by frequent explo­ 
sions of dynamite, the some 500 oil lamps 
and the exhalations of 400 men and forty 
horses, working in a tem perature of eighty 
to ninety-five degrees. 
The men died in 
large numbers of a peculiar disease called 
tunnel trichinosis, from the presence o f a 
tozoon in the intestines. 
Thrée or four 
months’ labor in the tunnel brought on the 
disease, and twelve months generally made 
the laborer a confirmed invalid, even if he 
survived. 
The symptoms were yellowness 
of skin, features drawn, eyes half closed, 
lips discolored, skin bnmid, gait difficult, 
and digestion destroyed.

Daring the 
Commodore’s cruise in the 
Tieonderago 
around the world he had an audience with 
Hem Chang, Viceroy of China, and was of­ 
fered the command of the Chinese navy, that 
Government being desirous cf remodeling its 
navy on modern and especially American 
principles. The offer was a fiattering one, but 
tbo Commodore being then on Government 
duty, eoiil l r.ot accept. He gave the matter 
serLus consideration, and upon his return to 
this country decided to accept tbe position. 
He was aided to this deteiinitiation by Sec­ 
retary Blaine, who was heartily in favor of 
his accepting the position, believing that it 
would have s .me effect in breaking up Eng­ 
land’s supremacy in tdio East. 
Tbe order at­ 
taching the Commodore to the Legation at 
Peking was made that his expenses could be 
paid by the Government. 
The salary at­ 
tached to Shufcldt’s new position is 820,000 a 
year. 
He will leave Washington in time to 
reach San Francisco on the 10th of May, on 
which date the .-.tenner tails for Tokio. He 
will be accompanied by his daughter. The 
Commodere expects to be absent about a year 
and a half. The selection of any Arne: ican, 
and particularly of Commodore Shufeldt, by 
the Chinese Government, is a matter of con­ 
gratulation. and in naval circles especially is 
regarded with no small degree of plen-ure. 
From what can be learned, it appears that 
the whole matter was quite an affair of 
State. 
England for a long time has b-en 
endeavoring to obtain control of the Chi­ 
nese navy. The Government of the latter 
country, however, was aware that Eng­ 
land and Russia were two great powers 
struggling for supremacy 
in the East.

Shocking Loss of Life in a Burn­ 
ing Theater.

The prophecy falsely imputed to Mother 
Shipton, that the world will come to an 
end this year, was firmly believed by Em­ 
ma Vandtrsmucker of Bucles, O., and it 
made her insane. 
She went to religions 
meetings and eloquently exhorted the peo­ 
ple to prepare for the great event. 
She 
moved her hearers greatly, and in one 
night twenty of them became converts to 
Christianity. 
Pastor Hadden says that, 1 
knowing the girl’s lunacy, he was in doubt 
what to~do, but concluded to let her go on, 
and a tremendous revival is the conse­ 
quence. 


N ice, March 23d. — The Italian Opera 
House was burned this evening. 
The tire 
broke out at the beginning of the perform­ 
ance. The bodies of fourteen persons who 
were suffocated have been taken out and 
placed in a church opposite the theater. 
It is feared that 100 men and women have 
perished in the flames. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
Nice, M arch’ 2-lth—3 A. m.—U p to this 
hour fifty-nine bodies have been recovered 
from tbe ruins of the Italian Opera House, 
destroyed by fire last night. 
It is feared that 
many more have lost their lives. The fire 
commenced soon after the curtain had risen 
for the performance of “ Lucia di Lammer- 
rnoor.” 
The subscribers for the orchestra 
staUs and boxes of the grand tier had mostly 
not arrived, and the majority of the victims 
belong to the working c’nss. Shortly after the 
fire began the gas exploded and the house 
was plunged into complete darkness. 
A 
scene of terror and dismay ensued which 
beggars description. 
A detachment of sail­ 
ors from the squadron in the harbor arrived 
on the scene aad displayed great gallantry, 
rescuing the people and combating the fir?, 
which wassubdued toward 10 o'clock. Strak- 
oscb, the impressario, was slightly hurt. 
Signora BiaDca Donadi, one of the leading 
artists, made her way from the Btage to the 
street safely. One whole family of five par­ 
sons and another family of three persons are 
known to have perished. Relief subscrip­ 
tions for the sufferers have been opened 
throughout Nice, The regatta here has been 
countermanded, and the value of the prizes 
to have been contested for will be contributed 
toward the relief of the distress. 


a n o t h e r ACCOUNT. 
N ew York, March 24th.—A dispatch from 
Nice says : The holocaust at the Opera House 
last evening wa.s caused by a gas explosion at 
the back of the stage, which set fire to the 
scenery. 
The flames spread with alarming 
rapidity, and soon enveloped the -gas meter. 
The supply of gas being cut off the body of 
the house was soon 


PLUNGED IN DARKNESS. 
The crowd pressed madly towards the limited 
means of exir. The audience was large, and 
in the pauic hundreds were thrown down and 
trodden under foot. Those who endeavored 
to extricate the people hopelessly jammed 
between the doorway and passages Uescri! e 
the scene as terrible. 
Tho bhrieks of the 
wounded mingled with the cries of those in 
the galleries, whero every means of escape 
was cut off. 
Mme. Donadlo, the prime 
donna, was saved, but the tenor, basso, bari­ 
tone and a number cf chorus siegers were 
burned. Up to midnight 
ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY BODIES WERE EX- 
.TRICATED 
From the ruins. A man who escaped from 
the upper gallery by jumping declares that 
with perhaps a dozen exceptions every person 
in his part of the house was burned. 
Some 
sailors were lost. A number of American 
and English visitors rendered signal assist­ 
ance in saving life. The scene in town is in­ 
describable. One lady, whose, husband wtís 
burned to death, committed suicide. 
Tbe 
usual complaintst were made respecting the 
defective means of escape and water supply. 
Although the Mediterranean washes the 
shore at the foot of the walls of the theater, 
no water could be cbtained when wanted, 
and the beautiful Opera House was a com­ 
plete wreck. 
Colonel Mapleson, Signor 
Arditti, Signor Monti and Mine. Gerster's 
husband, at rehearsal to-day in the Academy 
of Music in this city, were much depressed 
by the news of the terrible calamity at 
Nice. 
Donadio sang in New York with Al- 
bani some years ago. The tenor was known to 
be Devilliers, a Frenchman, 33 years of age, 
and not remarkable for any excellence on the 
lyric stage. The baritone was Carboni and 
the basso a Pole named Miller, who has er.- 
loyed a continental reputation many years. 
He was an old man, over 60 perhaps. Signor 
Monti knew him well, and was much af­ 
fected by the report of the injuries he bad 
sustained. 
Ferdinand Strakosch is believed 
to have been the impressario of the troupe 
Signor Bologuini was manager of the theater.

t h e t h e a t e r 
Cost in the neighborhood of §350.000, and 
was built without regard to architectural de­ 
sign. The outside walls were bri.-k chiefly, 
with blocks of stone iuterlarded, for no seem­ 
ing purpose further than to make the struc­ 
ture appear unsightly. Tne interior looked 
very pretty, with its ornamented walls and 
ceilings, and dazzlsg gilded work, but it was 
all “ gimcrack.” 1 have heard professional 
people who are accustomed to the strong 
built and handsome theaters in America say 
“ W hat a magnificent structure for a bon­ 
fire.” It resembled a great many of the 
lightly-built theaters found in the south of 
France. 
Like all theaters established at 
watering placas, its season w-a« short, never 
extending over three mouths in a year. Tbe 
star there th¡3 year was Miss Rosina Isidore, 
who last year made a success in London. 
She is a protege of Baroness Rothschild. 
Her parents reside in St. Louis, Mo. 
Many persons were trampled to death in 
the stampede to get out. 
It does not appear 
at present that any Americans were among 
the victims. The sole occupant of the stage 
when the explosion occurred was seen en­ 
veloped in flames. The injury of Strakosch 
was only a slight contusion of the leg. Eleven 
more bodies are said to be under the ruinB. 
The exits of the theater were narrow and 
badly arranged. 
iignora Donadio was to 
have appeared for the first time at the Opera 
House on the night of the fire. 
A gas jet set 
fire to some of the scenery, and as the curtain 
was down the public were unaware of the 
danger until the gas explode!, when the 
smoke became suffocatingly thick. 
Peopde 
tried to throw themselves from tbe small 
windows in the rear of the theater. 


STILL FURTHER DETAILS. 
N ice, March 24th.—Most of tbe artists 
were in their dressing-rooms, and were aware 
of their danger ; but it was too late to escape. 
The choristers ru->hed along the narrow pas­ 
sage in the darkness, presumably too mneb 
disabled in the crush to escape. The basso, 
tenor and baritone mu9t have been suffo 
cated. 
Their bodies a rj presumably under 
the rains. The parts of the theater most filled 
were the upper galleries, and as the distance 
from them to the dnors was long and by nar­ 
row corridors and stairways, the people in 
the galleries had the greatest difficulty in es­ 
caping. There was a very inadequate supply 
of water. Tbe sailors who volunteered as 
firemen plied buckets of sea water, which, 
however, were almost useless. 
Two midship­ 
men rescued two persons from a chamber,who 
are still living bat horribly scorched, one be- 
iag a raging lunatic. 
Some of the bodies 
found are so horribly charied that recogni­ 
tion is impossible. 
The body of one of the 
singers has been recognized.

TRIAL OF MRS. HAMILTON. 


CONCLUSION OF TESTIMONY—CASE SUB­ 
MITTED WITHOUT ARGUMENT. 


Insanity or the Defendant and Her Mother 
Before Eer — The Jury Still 
Out—How They Stand. 


The trial of Nancy A. Hamilton, for the 
murder of her husband, was resumed in the 
Superior Court at 10 o'clock yesterday mom- 
in” . 
The testimony of Dr. I. E. Oaiman, who 
was called by the defence, w^s continued : 
In answer to a hypothetical question pro­ 
pounded to him by Mr. White, counsel for 
defendant, the question embracing in effect 
all the testimony connected with the homi­ 
cide given on the part of the prosecution, and 
anticipating the testimony on the part of the 
defense, relative to tre past mental and 
physical condition of defendant, extending 
back to her childho d, witness stated that 
upon that hypothesis, the defendant was 
doubtless insane. He said th atia hi-* c pini n, 
with the facts existing, the defendant was sub­ 
ject to emotional or impulsive spells of in­ 
sanity, and that these attacks were liable to 
come on at any time, and that while labeling 
under thsrn she was unable to restrain her­ 
self ; that she might even know that she was 
doing wrong, and yet lacked will-power to re­ 
strain, but even though this state of mental 
disorder would excuse her, so far as the item 
of criminality was concerned, yet persons of 
that kind who are subject to spells of emo­ 
tional insanity, 


SHOULD BE PERMANENTLY CONFINED. 
He said he made this statement as an act 
of justice to the noble profession of which he 
was a most humble member, as well as iu 
justice to himself, as it was not the object 
the medical profession to screen crime byaid- 
ing or supporting pleas of insanity. 
Question l>y Mr. White—Are there not in­ 
sane asylums provided for the care of insane 
persons iu thi.-State? and are there not 15%te 
prisons provided for the security and safe­ 
keeping of criminals? And do y -u not think 
insane persons should be sent to insane asy­ 
lums ami criminals to State prisons? 
A.—The difficulty with insane asylums is 
that they afford far too much opportunity for 
escape, and the confinement Í3 not sufficiently 
secure. 
Cross examin-db n—U pon 
cross-examina­ 
tion Mr. Hockley stated a hypothetical ques­ 
tion, based upon the bare evidence which had 
been offered by the prosecution on the pre­ 
ceding day, extending merely to the occur­ 
rence at the time of the homicide, aud asked 
the opinion of the witness, judging from 
these as to the Sanity or insanity of the de­ 
fendant. 
In answer the witness stated that 
these facts alone would not justify an opinion 
that the defendant was insane, hut taken in 
connection with other circumstances of like 
character in her previous history, and also in 
c mnecíion with her previous mental aud 
physical condition, these would he corrobora­ 
tive evidence upon the question of insanity. 
A great number oT the hypothetical ques­ 
tions were asked aud answered to the same 
effect. 
DR. O. O. TTRRELL 
. 
Testified that he had for several years been 
the family physician of the defendant. While 
iu his professional capacity he had on several 
occasions noticed strong evidence of aberra­ 
tion of m ind; that on one occasion especially 
when he was called there he found her sick. 
H er husband wss up thtEroa-i with his traiu 
as engineer. .She abused her hushand to the 
doctor severely, end charged him with in­ 
fidelity, 
She said if he was where she was 
she would shoot him and the woman too. In 
her excited condition she finally became very 
angty at witness, a*-d mi I if she had a pi*tol 
she would shoot him. 
During this visit her 
little girl came to her bedside aud she struck 
the child in a cruel and inhuman manner, 
the hi -w sending her across the room. 
Oc- 
ca-i mally she would change her demeanor 
entirely, and apply to her husband most 
endearing terms, and would declare that in 
her 
SUSPICIONS OF HIS INFIDELITY 
She had done him the greatest injustice. 
During a visit to her the next day it was 
found that she did not recollect auylhing 
about his visit on the preceding day, and up­ 
braided him for his neglect in not having 
called when she was sick. The witness fur­ 
ther testified that during the entire time he 
had been acquainted with the defendant she 
had marife ted continual aud deep-seated 
jealousy of her hu-baud, and that it had lieen 
a constant source of conversation with hen 
This and the rnrlher f <ct that she constantly 
charged infidelity on the part of 
her 
husband, even in the face of indisputable 
proof to the contrary, ha regarded as strong 
proof of her insanity. 
He referred to the 
circnmstanca in relation to the girl Nettie 
Winklepleck, aud stated that the defendant 
always insisted that Miss Winklepleck was 
still somewhere iu this city, long niter it was 
a fact aud i f public notoriety that she had 
left the State and gone East. 
He expressed 
himself positively that the defendant was a 
monomaniac upon the subject of jealousy, 
and that whan aroused she was certainly un­ 
is'de to exert • will 
piwer 
sufficient 
to 
control h- r impulses, and was therefore 
irresponsible for her acts at these times. 
FRED. CLARK TESTIFIED 
That ho had acted as fireman upon the en­ 
gine with deceased for some time prior to bis 
death ; that two days previous to the shoot­ 
ing of the girl Nettie Winklepleck by the 
defendant, witness aud the deceased were iu 
the cab of the engine in this city, and the de­ 
fendant came there about 8 o’clock in the 
evening and got into the cab toe fore she was 
observed by either of them ; that she accused 
her husband then of infidelity and became 
“ wild," aud said to him, “ I have a great 
m ini to shoot you.” The witness was qnite 
satisfied that she had a pistol at the time, 
from the peculiar glistening which he saw of 
some instrument she held under her shawl. 
She accused the deceased that he had not 
himself brought the engine from the round­ 
house that evening, aud said that Bhe had 
watched him and had seen him go into a 
house on Third street. The deceased theu 
apiiealed to witness, when he. witness, as­ 
sured her that Mr. Hamilton run the engine 
from the rouid house on that occasion. She 
at first refused to be convinced of the truth 
of this statement, aud called witness a liar 
and made a motion to attack her husband. 
Mr. Hamilton then threw his arms around 
her ¡11 a manner to pinion her arms and spoke 
soothingly to her, and finally the became 
calm and g md-na’urcd. The witness further 
stated that tie had observe! strange and un­ 
natural actions upon the part of the defend­ 
ant on other occasions, which did cut com­ 
port with sanity. 
MAY HAMILTON SWORN : 
is tie daughter of deceased and defendant, 
aud aged 12 years. She testified as to the 
circumstances of the shooting and those im­ 
mediately preceding the fatal act. H er tes­ 
timony was substantially the same as that 
given by the witness McLaughlin. 
She 
stated iu addition, that while herself and her 
father and mother were standing in the hall­ 
way, immediately preceding the firing of the 
first shot, her mother repeated and requested 
of the deceased to come back and live with 
her. 
H er mother also endeavored to throw 
her arms about his neck, as if to küs him. 
A t this ths deceased caught the defendant by 
the throat and pushed her violently away, 
and then she fired at him. She also testified 
that her mother 
had always, so far as 
she could rememb r, acted very strange 
at 
times 
and 
that 
she was 
always 
talking about the deceased and his relations 
with other women, and while doing so she 
would at times cry, and then she would sud­ 
denly becsma cheerful again. She further 
stated that one night her mother left her bed 
and in her night clothes wandered into the 
street; that witness and her father got up 
and searched for her, and finally found her 
several blocks away, an d she wa3 acting 
strangely. 
DR. G. H. DIXON 
. Was called and testified that he was at oce 


time the physician of the deceased during 
an attack of malarial fever. Daring his ¡11- 
ness the defendant constantly exhibited the 
11.1 lit II 2-u 18X1 greatest solicitation and anxiety for his im- 
1 provement aad recovery, and watched over 
him 
with 
the 
greatest cate 
and at­ 
tention. 
Her 
attentions were equal to 
those of a young bride upon her hus­ 
band’s illness, and her solicitude was mani­ 
fested to such a length as to become a source 
of great annoyance, as the condition of the 
patient was not at all serious. 
Depositions were also presented of J ames 
Monroe, C. C. Monroe and M ary Hamaker, 
brothers aDd sisters of the deceased, who re­ 
side in the East. They testified that the de­ 
fendant had in early years received a danger­ 
ous fall on the ice, severely affecting her 
head : that she had also from early girlhood 
complained of severe pain in the top of her 
head, which 
had increased 33 she grew 
older, and that she had throughout life 
showu symptoms of mental aberration. On 
one occasion, without the slightest cause or 
provocation, she seized hold of her brother, 
C. C. Monroe, with her teeth, and he was 
unable to become disengaged from her until 
after a violent struggle. The deposition of this 
witness showed that he had 
. 
EXHIBITED THE SCAR, 
W hich, still exist», to the N o tary who took 
the deposition, and that it was still about as 
large as a half dollar, and plainly visible. 
On another occasion she failed to recognize a 
nephew who resided in the same house, and 
drove him out as an intruding stranger. The 
next day she inquired what had become of 
him, and when told that she had herself or­ 
dered him from the house, she had no recol­ 
lection of the circumstance, and expressed 
great surprise that it had taken place. The 
depositions of the other witnesses stated that 
very frequently when they called at the house 
of defendant, when she resided at the East, 
she would fail to recognize them, and treat 
them as strangers. They also stated that 
she bore 
a very 
strong 
personal 
re­ 
semblance to her mother, and that her 
disposition was sim ilar; that her mother, 
who died in 1872, had through life manifested 
evidence of mental aberration ; that she was 
subject to spells of violence, and when under 
the influence of those 6pells her children hid 
learned, fr..m sad experience, that it was 
safest to keep out of her leach. On one oc­ 
casion the mother wandered from the house 
iu the night, and after a long search was 
found in a hunch of tall weeds and engaged 
in endeavoring to tie herself up with them. 
These witnesses also stated that the defend­ 
ant was bom in 1852, and was married to the 
deceased in 1868; that after they had lived 
together a while her husband left her and 
went to a neighboring town, and they corre­ 
sponded for about a year. From there he 
came to California, and his wife lost all trace 
of him for ten years, when, learning'of his 
whereabouts, she rejoined him in this State. 
This 'closed the testimony on the part of 
defense, and no evidence hi rebuttal was 
offered. By agreement of counsel the case 
was submitted without argument. Judge 
Denson then gave his charge to the jury, 
which was iu writing and qnite lengthy. He 
did not review the testimony, but defined the 
various classes of homicide, the penalty as 
fixed by statute in relation to each, and 
dwelt at length upon the subject of insanity 
when set up as a defense in such cases, indi­ 
cating that it should not be accepted in 
exculpation of crimes unless very clearly 
established. The case was given to the jury 
at a quarter after 5 o’clock last evening, and 
at 1 o’clock this morning no verdict had been 
agreed upon. 
It was understood 
that 
upon the first ballot the jury stood 2 for mur­ 
der in the first degree, 3 for murder in the 
second degree, 2 for manslaughter and 5 for 
acquittal. L iter in the evening it was stated 
that a vote showed 5 in favor of a verdict of 
manslaughter and 7 for acquittal.

W a s h in g to n , March 24th.—The extraor­ 
dinary contest over the offices of the Senate, 
which occupied the whole of to-day’s session, 
bids fair to waste at least another day, and 
unless one side or the other shall cease to 
continue the struggle it w ill probably run 
into or perhaps extend through a night ses­ 
sion. 
The adjournm ent this afternoon was a 
surprise to both parties, it being the result sf 
a vote taken upon a casual dilatory motion 
while two Republicans happened to be mo­ 
m entarily out of the chamber. 
N o such ac­ 
cident is likely to occur to-morrow, but on 
the other hand it is not at all improbable 
that one or more Republicans, who have no 
part in this m ovem ent of doubtful expediency 
which the caucus have inaugurated, w ill pur­ 
posely absent them selves, and thus allow a 
motion to prevail for the consideration of ex­ 
ecutive business. 
H eretofore in ordinary 
contests of endurance and persistency the 
Democratic clan has been the first to disin- 
tregate, but this time, in view of the intrinsic 
strength of their position, the Dem ocrats of 
the Senate seem likely to stand firm. 
The 
opposition to the proposed change of officers, 
although thus far c-mfined to the interposi­ 
tion of dilatory motions, may successfully be 
extended to the resource of withholding their 
votes, and thus breaking a quorum for the 
Republicans. 
W ith Edmunds 
absent in 
Florida and Saunders paired, the number is 
only 3.r>, and the assists! ce of the two Inde- 
¡«endents—Davis and M ahone—gives them 
only 37, whereas 39 ara required to make a 
quorum, and the Vice-President cannot vote 
except in case of a tie. 
W ashington 
politicians 
have 
received 
another surprise to-day in the news from 
Albany that the N ew York Senate has unani­ 
m ously indorsed Judge Robertson’s nomina­ 
tion to the Collector of the Port of N ew York 
city, and wjth the same unexpected unanimi­ 
ty, has reipiested his prompt confirmation. 
A s the'State Senate is controlled by Conk- 
ling’s 
friends, this action is surmised by 
some [jersous to have been inspired by him,

PROCEEDINGS IN THE 
SENATE—SPEECH 
OP 
SENATOR DAVIS. 


W a s h in g to n , March 24th.—Dawes called 
up h's resolution for the election of officers of 
the Senate. 
Davis of Illinois said : 
On a recent occasion I stated the reasons th at de­ 
termined my vote on the organization of the Senate, 
not expecting to satisfy the class of politicians accus­ 
tomed to party discipline and unable to appreciate 
free thought’and action. 
Fair criticism is always 
entitled to respect, and the public man who shrinks 
from it, even alien harsh, docs r o t deserve forbear 
auce. 
An attem pt has be, n made to have it appear 
th at the Legislature which elected me to tho Senate 
contained a Republican m ajority, and that the State 
of Illiuois in population was also largely Republican. 
Both these assumptions aro unfounded. The I-egis- 
tature at th at time stood as follows: Republicans 
Senate 
21, 
House 
59; D -m ocrats—eeuate 26. 
House 07; Independents—Senate 5, 
House 
6. 
It 
is 
thus • seeu 
th at 
the 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
were 
almost 
equally 
di­ 
vided, 
and 
th at 
the 
few 
Independents 
turned the scale. 
For President, Hayes received 
279,252, Tilden 258,001, and Cooper X7.255 votes. 
Hayes’ clear m ajority was ?,398 in a poli of over 
half a million. 
These figures prove how closely 
balanced the two parties were in 1870-77. 
More 
than 90 percent, of the votes voluntarily cast for 
m eas Senator were from the l> mocrats, with u t 
pledges, conditions o r corrositoudeuce of any Kind 
whatever. 
1 hey knew my political antecedents, and 
they airo knew th at neither the honor which was 
freely conferred on me, nor any other distinctiot 
th at could be offered, would alter any conviction I 
had formed or deflect me from the course of duty 
as it appeared to my best judgm ent. 
Having ac­ 
cepted this generous tru st under these circumstances, 
good faith required me to sus aitl our organization 
of the Senate as it had existed in the last C ingress. 
No principle was involved, but merely th e control 
of the committees and cf the officers. I have voted 
steadily against change, and I shall continue in that 
w ay until the end is reached, being answerable only 
to my c nscience and to my constituents for this 
act 
W hat my friend, the distinguished Senator 
from New York, properly calls “ a constitutional 
m ajority ” was disclosed when the Vice President, 
n o ta member t f this body, gave his casting vote 
for the committees. 
However fleeting or fractional 
th at m ajority n ay be. we are commauded to accei t 
it and to obey it. 
The m ajority th at choose the 
officers of the Senate naturally goes with the other 
in order to perfect the organization. This conclu-ion 
«ill neither he delayed nor obstructed by any vote 
of mine, and it cannot be reached too soon for the 
public interest. 
1 do not regret at all th at the 
new Administration, which has to confront the 
country w ith its policy, should have the con’rol of 
both branches of Congress. 
The responsibility of 
the measures to be proposed cannot be avoided 
with power to initiate all legislation. The m ajor­ 
ity is not lar-e enough to indulge in rash experi­ 
m ent, and the m inority is sufficiently strong t* 
check any tendency to excess. 
Between these two 
elements the great voice of independent opinion 
can always be heard with effect, and the country 
has every prospect of peace and prosperity. 


Dawes refusing to let the resolution go 
over, tfee Democrats filibustered, occasionally 
tw itting the Republicans with taking into 
the party fold the Dem ocratic Brigadiers. 
Garland opposed the ch. ng a an injustice 
to the employes. 
Cameron said the Republicans would sit 
the qutstion out. 
Brown sai l the Democrats would stay till 
D -oember, and said the recent action of the R e­ 
publican parly and the Senator from Virginia 
had shown that the period had been reached 
when no more would be said about Coufedei- 
ato B rigadiers; that the period had been 
reached that was spoken of by a very old 
book, when it srid, “ The wolf also shall 
dwell with the lamb, and the leopard shall 
lie down with the kid and the calf and the 
young lion walk together, and a little child 
shall lead them 
that tho period has been 
reached when the lion cf debt paving R e­ 
publicanism and the lamb of the Readjust­ 
m ent and partial Repudiation had lain d wn 
in a loving embrace together in the green 
pastures /of luxuriant richness. 
H e would 
not say a child or a little General should 
lead them, but that a gallant Confederate 
General would lead them. 
[L aughter] 
H e 
hoped the day had come when the bloody 
chasm had been bridged, and when that old 
bloody shirt, of which 80 much had been 
heard, would be folded up and buried beyond 
the hope of resurrection.
